Superintendent reports good financial conditions

The Elba City School Board 
members heard good news from 
Superintendent Danny Weeks 
last Thursday evening during 


the review of the financial state- 


ment. 

Weeks told board members 
that the school’s financial condi- 
tion was “as sound as we have 
been since I have been here.” 

The local schools, as most in 
Alabama, are just beginning to 
overcome the financial hit they 
took during recent years when 
state funds to local schools were 
prorated after budgets had been 
approved and teachers hired. 

The ‘schools are: required. to 
maintain. a minimum’ cash 
reserve to cover such emergen- 
cies, The Elba system had to.dip 
heavily into those reserves more 
than once when promised state 
funds were suddenly reduced: 

The superintendént reminded 
board members that he had’ 
informed them at the- last 
monthly meeting of his actions 


at their request to put part ofthis . 


required reserve on . higher 
yielding CD's. The school now 
has four of these interest bearing 
certificates. at. $100,000: each,

Some other school funds are in 
interest bearing . checking 
accounts, but at a lower interest 
rate. 

The CNP Fund (lunchrooms) 
is also sound, with the necessary 
state department reserves also in 
place. 

The board voted to adopt the 
new state textbook list. Science 
books were up for review this 
year and were approved by a 
state: committee and a commit- 
tee from: the local school sys- 
tem.

1 CORINTHIANS 15

During the regular bimonthly 


meeting, Coffee County 
Commissioners _ opened bids 
Monday morning, April 24, for 
the county’s garbage collection 
service; however, the matter 
was tabled to allow further dis- 
cussion at a work session meet- 
ing. 

Only one bid was submitted 
for the service. The garbage col- 
lection bid. is a three-year bid, 
and after commissioners opened 
the bid, it became apparent that 
Coffee County citizens may 
very well be paying more for 
their garbage collection during 
the next three years. 

The submitted bid came from 
Arrow. at $78,711 per month. 

“We were — anticipating a 
rather large increase,” said 
county engineer Randy Tindell. 
“This is a three year bid, and the 
price of fuel has increased dras- 
tically since the last bid.” 

According to Tindell; the 
county currently pays just over 
$52,000 per month for garbage 
collection. County. residents 


‘currently pay the county $11.50 


per month for the service. 

If the new bid is approved as 
submitted by Arrow, Tindell 
said the county is looking -at 
about a 60 percent increase to 
what is being paid now. He said 
residents will pay $18.35 per 
month with the new bid. 

Tindell said everything 
looked to be in order with the 
bid, but Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple said he would like 
the commission to table the bid 
and invite representatives from 
Arrow to attend the commis- 
sion’s next work session to dis- 
cuss the issue further before any 
action is taken. 4 

Commissioners unanimously 
voted to table the ‘issue. The 
work session in which commis- 
sioners will further discuss the 
garbage collection is scheduled 
for Tuesday, May 2, at.1:30:p.m.

New 
Brockton have used the firm in 
the past. Enterprise reportedly 
gained 675 new business licens- 
és. and additional revenue of 
$162,277.

The .council voted unani- 
mously to work with this firm 
on delinquent city licenses. 

City Clerk; Wayne Grantham 
reported that day to day busi- 
ness seems. to be working well 
within the city. 

Grimes reported that a recre- 
ation grant to rebuild the tennis 
courts at Hawkins / Williams 
Park and construct new bath- 
rooms at Legion Field has been 
turned down. He explained that 
funds for this type grant had 
been cut to about a third of what 
they were in previous years.
